FFAUHAT. the Regiment in which he Serv'd in the Year 1706, being 
| | appointed on a ſudden to go for Spain, and Colonel Lalo by EX 
change to remain in Flanders; the ſaid Spicer having acted as Pay- 
maſter to the Regiment, and having Accounts lying open for great Sums of 
Money, apply'd himſelf to the Duke of Marlborough, for Leave to ſtay ſo long 
behind, as to ſettle the Regiment s Accounts with his Colonel and Agent; 
upon which Mr. de Cardonel, by the Duke's Order, wrote from Harte- Beck 
Camp to Mr. St. John, then Secretary at War, now One of Your Majeſty's 
Principal Secretaries of State; who did procure for the ſaid Spicer Your Ma- 
jeſty's Leave, under Your Hand, bearing Date the 6th of July 1706, to ſtay 
behind, and ſettle that Regiments Accounts. Notwithſtanding which, ſo ſoon 
as the Regiment arriv'd in Spain, the Lord Gallway gave the ſaid Spicer's Com- 
pany away, and left him (after he had Serv'd Eighteen Years under Arms, 
as Adjutant, Lieutenant, Captain-Lieutenant, and Captain, in the War of 
Ireland, Flanders, Newfoundland, and at Sea, under an unblemiſh'd Character, 
and without even one Complaint againſt him, in Camp or Quarters, in all his 
Life) with a Wife and Ten Children, to common Providence, for Bread. 


The ſaid Spicer therefore humbly hopes, Tour MajesTy will graciouſly be 
pleas'd to Dired, That bis Service and Character may be publickly Enquired 
into, and that he may ſtand Condenm'd, as at preſent, with his Hardſhips upon 

bim, or be made Lieutenant. Colonel in the Army, as he was promiſed by the 
Duke of Marlborough in the Tear 1706, or be put as ſuch upon the Lit of 
Half-Pay, till an Opportunity of Providing for bim ſhall happen.

Folio, two leaves, folded as issued; p. [1] the Memorial complaining that 
in 1706 he was wrongly deprived of his captaincy when his regiment 
went abroad while he stayed behind (with Marlborough's approval) to 
Settle regimental accounts as paymaster; a footnote over G. Grenville's 
name approves the Memorial for official enquiry; P. [111i] the report of 
the Generals supporting Spicer's contention and speaking for his 
character, dated April 1711. On p. [11] however a MS note adds that 
although upon the Report Spicer was given another commission in June 
1711, he never received a penny in respect of the lost years, nor was 
put on the half-pay list. How he survived, with "a Wife and Ten 
Children", we can only guess.
